€perry of 1505 Albemarle road, Brook- 
lyn, head of the Sperry Gyroscope com- 
pany. Since he was graduated from 
Hrasmus Hall High school, five years 
ago, and began to make experimental 
fights for the gyroscope company he 
has done many spectacular stunts in 
the air and figured in several narrow 
escapes from serious accidents. 

His work was to make actual tests of 
the gyroscope stabilizer invented by 
his father. For the device he won a 
$10,000 prige in France in 1914, when he 
flew high over the river Seine, with his 
machinist climbing out on the ma- 
chine’s wing and Sperry himself stand- 
ing up with his hands off the controls. 

Several times he has been compelled 
to land in the water when flying in a 
hydroplane and been picked up after 
hours of exposure.

THREE D. DIE, MANY 
HURT, IN STEEL

Three workmen were killed, several 
are missing, and twenty-nine were in- 
jJured so seriously that they were taken 
to a hospftal last night when an ex- 
plosion occurred in a mill of the Re 
public Iron and Steel company at East 
Chicago, Ind.

ITH Russia in the grip of civil 
war and its battle line de 
nuded of men as a result of 
the peace declaration of the 
Bolsheviki, Germany has begun to 
carry out her threat of invasion be 
cause of the failure of the Bolsheviki 
to sign a peace compact with the cen- 
tral powers.

BANK SHARES 
CONFISCATED 
BY BOLSHEVIKI 


PETROGRAD, Sunday, Feb. 10—A’ 
decree has been issued calling for the 
confiscation of all shares owned in pri- 
vate banks. In order to end all capi- 
talistic influences on the activities of 
the National Bank of the Russian Re- 
public, the council of people’s commis- 
sioners has decreed: 

First, that the capital belonging to 
the general and special reserves of old 
private banks shall be transferred to 
the national bank or the principal 
shall be completely confiscated; sec- 
‘ond, that all shares in these banks 
shall be canceled and the payment of 
dividends absolutely cease; third, that 
all shares shall immediately be pre- 
sented at the national bank by hold- 
ers; fourth, that the holders of such 
shares shall present to the national 
bank a list of their respective hold- 
ings; fifth, that holders failing to pre- 
sent a list of holdings within a fort- 
‘night shall be punished by the com- 
plete confiscation of their property; 
and, sixth, that all transfers of shares 
are absolutely forbidden. 

The decree provides for breaches of 
these regulations a maximum penalty 
of three years’ imprisonment.

Bill Gives President Authority 
Over Manufacturer, Shipper, 
| and Eating Houses. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 13.— 
Specific authority for control 
of the manufacture and dis- 
tribution of foodstuffs and of 
public eating houses would be con- 
ferred upon the president by the food 
conservation bill leted today by 
the house agriculture committee. — 
Blanket authority asked for by Food 
Administrator Hoover was withheld, 
the committee deciding to confine the 
measure to the features emphasized 
by Mr. Hoover at committee hearings 
as absolutely essential in the food con- 
servation program. A minority re- 
port is expected. 

U-boats destroyed between 5 and 7 
per cent of the entire food shipments 
from this country in 1917, Mr. Hoover 
told the committee. In April, 1917, 
this loss reached 12 per cent. 

By controlling manufacture the food 
administration. would be able to en- 
force any rules it might make for 
conserving wheat and other essential 
foodstuffs by the use of substitutes. 
Control of distribution would enable 
the administration to relieve possible 
shortages in any section by shipping 
food from other parts of the country. 

In the hearings before the committee 
Mr: Hoover said it was not desired to 
attempt general rationing, but that 
rigid control of public eating houses 
was necessary to avoid waste and also 
to stimulate conservation in the home, 
many housewives having complained 
of waste in hotels and restaurants. 

Housewives and farmers are not af- 
fected by the measure. 

The average American ate 10 per 
cent more food in 1916 than he did in 
1914, Mr. Hoover explained. “That 
means,” he said, “ that if we can now 
return to the plenty of 1914 and sub- 
stitute it the superabundance of 
1917, there will, roughly speaking, be 
no difficulty in sparing the allies all 
the food they require.”

FOR A SUPERIOR COUNCIL, 

The difference between the Chamberlain bill es- 
tablishing a superior council to assist the president 
in his administrative functions and the Overman 
vill granting the president power to reorganize the 
entire executive machinery ot the government is 
that the Chamberlain bill explicitly creates the 
essential of harmdnious functioning and the Over- 
man bill does not. * 

This is as if we were to make over the machinery 

of the ship of state and leave off the rudder. 

ne proposal of the Chamberlain bill has been 
persistently distorted. It is in no sense a bill re- 
stricting the power of the executive, unless the 
acts creating the existing cabinet restrict the 
power of the president. The war cabinet is an 
agency to be appointed by the president to assist 
‘him and to be directed by him in the same way 
that the existing cabinet assists him and is directed 
by him. . 

The war council created by Mr. Chamberlain will 
do somewhat the same service for the correlation 
of our government machinery as the British war 
council does for the British. But its powers will 
he essentially different. The British council's pow- 


- 


entirely proper, constitutional, and familiar in its 


trative duties. } + ‘ 


ers are original. Our council's will be delegated 
and will be derived from the president. If the | 
Chamberlain bill provided for three ‘additional 
presidents, the analogy would be correct and the 
attempt as_unegnstitutionnl as its critics contend 
it is. Our proposed war cabinet is no more uncon- 
stitutional than the existing cabinet, and ts simply 
a means of assisting the president to perform his 
essential function of directing the executive policy 
and machinery of our government. This, as he is 
only a human being, he has not beep able to do, and 
cannot do. , | 

As distinguished from the present cabinet, the 
war cabinet is to be made up of men not burdened 
with the dgties of administrating important execu- 
tive departments and not restricted in powers and 
outlook by their respective administrative work. 
Appointed, by the president and acting with author- 
ity delegated by him, its duty will be what his 
duty is, to bring harmony among the executive 
departments, articulate them, determine priorities, 
and devise policies, all subject to the absolute 
control of the president and to his veto! In a 
real sense they will be advisory to the executive, 
but, subject to his control, they will have actual 
‘power over the exécutive departments for the 
gurpose of compelling them to act along lines of 
consistent policy and of codrdinating their effort 
on the lines of policy approved by the president. 

The need for this assistance to the chief execu- 
tive arises from the tact that American resources 
have limits; that it is necessary to apportion them 
so as to apply them where they are most needed. 
Bach existing subexecutive is bound to do the 
best he can for his own départment. He cannot 
pass upon the relative needs of other departments. 
Who shall have steel, foodstuffs, coal, cloth, trans- 
portation? When shall they have it and in what’ 


proportion to other departments? The secretary 
of the navy reaches out for certain manufactures 
of material or of ships. Shall he have it merely 
because he grabs it first, or shall he be required 
to wait or to share with the army, the shipping 
board - or with urgent civilian needs? The shipping 
beard is after many of the same things as the 
navy, the army, and civilians. Shall all these 
conflicting agencies scramble helter skelter with 
the result that what may be a postponable need 
is filled first and urgent needs wait? 

The problems of priority, which are among the 
basic prroblems of the war, have been allowed to 
take care of themselves or have been dependent 
for their solution upon the ability of codrdinate 
administrative officials to get together. 

The result for ten months has been perpetual 
confusion, retardation, the starving of urgent 
needs, the creation of unnecessary congestion, and 
in some fields of war work actual temporary 


paralysis.

The president has neither the time nor the 


strength nor the information to determine these 


questions and he has failed and inevitably win 


continue to fall to determine them, Where con- 


ditions in one field or another become intolerable’ 


a belated effort is made to correct them. But we 
may be certain that we cannot win the war by 
any such course of proceedings as that. It is

tight compartments.

It 
does not provide for an agency which will enable 
him to do this fully and competently and keep 
the rearranged mechanism from doing over again 
what it has been doing through the first ten 
months of the war.

‘produce harmony or determine from their plane 
the priorities which must be viewed and resolved 
from above. fe 

There is one feature of the Chamberlain bill 
which, we have no doubt, has been chiefly respon- 
sible for the resentment of the president's par- 
tisans over the war cabinet proposal and which its 
advocates need not, and ought not, evade. The bill 
provides that the war cabinet shall be “ composed 
of three distinguished citizens of demonstrated 
executive ability, to be appointed by the president, 
by and with the advice and consent of the te 


sioned supporters of Mr. Wilson as an 
Iimplication against the president's faculty of wise 
selection and a limitation on his right to choose

But what has been the result of this conciliatory 
attitude? Strikes have been multiplying. Labor 
has reduced its output. Labor leaders, and this 
includes even Mr. Gompers, are constantly putting 
first emphasis on the rights and interests of the 
wage earner rather than upon the duty of serving 
the country and winning the war. 

That labor should not be exploited for the undue 
profit of employers every one agrees, and there is 
a most earnest effort to prevent it. But the Amer 
can people of all classes are asked to make sacri- 
fices today and are making sacrifices. There is no 
reason in the world why labor should not be 
required to share these sacrifices if they are 
necessary. It is true that-labor pays some taxes, 
It is true that wage earners are drafted and 
thousands have volunteered for military service. 
This is all to the credit of the men and women 
concerned. But, at the same time, it in no way 


impeding urgently necessary war work because 
they will not abide adjudication of their claims by 
fair means. | fo 

The wage earner Who stops necessary war work 
because his claims for higher pay are not granted 
without consideration and at once is a profiteer. 
He is stabbing our soldiers and sailors in the back, 
and endangering the nation’s cause. |

The two parties were the Republican- Whigs and the 
Democrats. Lincoln was a Republican-Whig. He 
‘gave four of the seven places on his cabinet to the 
‘Democrats. He even scratched the south for a loyal 


when he failed took Blair of Maryland. 

Then when war actually came he replaced Cameron 
with another Democrat, and his bitterest personal 
critic, Stanton. Chase, in the treasury, was another 
Democrat who held him in light opinion, and Sew- 
ard, though a Republican-Whig, always held him as 
his own inferior in ablifty, and never quite understood 
why: Lincoln was preferred to himself, a man of 80 


Gideon Welles, who served through the war, as 
did three others, was the Democratic Head of the 
navy.

in the columns of her paper. Moreover, 
it is no secret that Lady Bathurst takes 
a very active and direct part in the 
management and editing of the Morning 
Post, of which she is virtually the sole 
proprietor, and for years she has been 
waging war against the London Times 
and against Lord Northcliffe personally. 
declining to permit the advertisement 
ef the London Times, announcing the 
reduction of its price to 1 penny some 
years ago, to appear in the Post. More- 
over, Lady Bathurst id known in 
journalistic world for thé readiness with 
which she changes the members of the 
staff of the paper when she considers 
that she has any reason to find fault 
with therm. . 


— 

Lady Bathurst inherited the paper 
from her father, the late Lord Glenesk, 
as his only surviving child, and is mar- 
ried to the seventh Earl of Bathurst. 
Great-grandson of that Lord Bathurst 
whose name is so profoundly execrated 
by the Bonapartists, owing to the cir- 
cumstance that he was the statesman 
responsible for the exile and captivity 
of the first Napoleon at St. Helena. 

Without entering into the cdntro- 
versial question as to whether attacks 
le those of Col. Repington on the gov- 
ernment, and especially on the war cabi- 
net, should be permitted in such ex- 
tremely critical times as these, it 
be of interest call attention to the 
pecullar position of the colonel. He is 
an old Rifle brigade man, and as such 
took part in Lord Roberts’ historic 
forced march from Cabun to Candahar. 
Ten years later he took part in the con- 
quest of Burmah, and, at the close of 
another decade, in the conquest of the 
Soudan, and in the battle of Omdurman, 
under Lord Kitchener. “He was with the 
latter, too, in the Boer war of eighteen 
years ago, Winning the cross of the Or- 
der of St. Michael and St. George, and 
then served for two years as military 
attaché of the British legations at Thé 
Hague and at Brussels. 

The colonel then retired from the army 
to become the military critic and expert 
of the London Times, a position which 
he held for fifteen years, until two or 
three weeks ago, when he transferred his 
services to its most hostile rival, the 
Morning Post. While engaged with the 
Times he en an altogether priv- 
Ueged position at the war department,

disposal, and he became one of the

_ Algernon Borthwick later on cleverly 
leased one pf the most important castles 
in the ity of Balmoral, and then 
made a practice of having people to 
stay with him whom he knew to be agree- 
able to the late Queen Victoria. As his 
wife was a charming woman, with lots 
of tact, it was not long before the queen 
came to look on the Borthwicks ag pleas- 
ant neighbors. she would frequently 
honor them with visits, while they were 
repeatedly asked to dinner at Balmoral.

Nearly 8,000 employés of the board 
of education are slated for an increase 
in salary. The schoel board intends 
to follow the lead of the city council 
in granting increases in spite of finan- 
cial difficulties. — 

School officials made their decision 
yesterday, and cancelled a scheduled 
budget meeting. George B. Arnold, 
chairman of the finance committee, 
said there probably will be a meeting 
late this week, when the figures on the 
proposed increase will be ready. 

It has not been decided iust what 
the increase will be, but it will follow 
the lines of that granted to city em- 
ployés. Only those receiving $1,500 
or less will be increased. but that con- 
stitutes the majority of the teachers 
and other employé. The raises will 


probably be between 10 and 15 per 


cent. 
$1,000,000 Needed. ¢ 
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Another $1,000,000 or more will be 
added to the deficit. There are 8.500 | 
teachers. The maximum salarv of ele- | 
mentary school teachers is $1,380, and 
they make up the great body of the 
teaching staff. The minimum salary | 
of the high school teachers is $1,100, 
pnd many of the high school teachers 
will be due for a raise. It is figured | 
that between 5 and 10 ver cent of the 
civil service employés will not benefit 
by the proposed increases.

“The city has given its employés 
an increase,” said Capt. Coffin, “and 
we shall have to. The board is in a 
different situation than the city, for 
we have a borrowing power of 39,000,

We recognized that the meas- 
ure is an emergency one, to meet an 
emergency situation, and we could see 
no better way of accomplishing the 
desirable results which the bill is sup- 
posed to effect. 

Will Create Inflation. 

“Tt is supplementary, in fact, to the 
federal reserve act, and will render 
liquid credit not otherwise available. 
It will create inflation, but inflation 
is a part of a situation such as has 
heen created by the war, and the in-
